pany. Judge Amidon. of federal dis- 
trict court ut Fargo, held today. 


Judge Amidon sustained

company to the petition filed by the

Bismarck. 
The case

argued yesterday afternoon and this 
morning in Fargo. Andrew Miller and 
\j. A. Simpson appeared for the water 
company and C. I- Young, H. V. O'- 
Hare and Audrey Uiwerence for th<* 
city. 


A formal «rii4ing is expected to fol- 


low the verbal decision of Judge Ami- 
don. reached at the conclusion of th,> 
argument. The judge held that there 
wiis no state law by which a water 
company could be obtained by con- 
demnation by a municipality. 


The case was filed originally in the 


Burleigh district court, but was re- 
moved to the I'nited States distmt 
court by the water company, as a for- 
eign corporation, being incorporated 
under the laws of West Virginia. An- 
other case in which the city seeks 
to cancel the franchise also was re- 
moved to and is pending in federal 
court.

There should be a 
sane policy of liquidation that will restore funds 
gradually to their normal channels without em 
barrausment to any institution which has con- 
ducted its transactions in a legitimate manner. 


— It is idle for the league papers to throw a smoke 
screen about the bank by abusing the I. V. A. or 
the independent voters who declared against the 
control of public funds by this bank.

The measure of home rule granted to Ireland is 


not full dominion self-government. That is to say, 
neither of the Irish parliaments is empowered to 
equip a force of militia or to maintan a navy. The 
self-governing colonies enjoy these privileges, but 
only because their loyalty to the British brother- 
hood of common-wealths is beyond question. The 
world is now trying to limit armaments. Insist- 
ence by Irishmen ujpon the right to add to the 
world's armies and navies would only add to the 
world's burden. Not strife, but peace is Ireland's 
only salvation. 


Ireland should forget the past and undertake to
